Welles’ visit was no exception. 
Just as the United States, as the 
largest and most powerful nation 
of the Western Hemisphere, has 
assumed obligations for all Amer- 
ica so far as interference from 
European or Asiatic Powers is con- 
cerned, Germany—so Hitler’s argu- 
ment is said to have run—consid- 
ers it her moral obligation to see 
to it that her central European 
living space be guaranteed once 
and for all from ever-recurring in- 
terference by Great Britain and 
France. 

With. American illustrations ever 
handy, Hitler is said to have asked 
Welles what the United States 
would do if some Asiatic or Euro- 
pean Power tried to stir up trouble 
in Mexico. 

Whether Welles answered was 
not disclosed nor was there any 
indication to what extent he felt 
himself atithorized to answer any 
rhetorical questions. 

German Hegemony. 
In other words, Hitler demanded 
permanent German hegemony over 
Bohemia-Moravia, Slovakia, Poland 
and Hungary—with a joint popula- 
tion of about 130,000,000—and guar- 
antees that Great Britain and 
France would not stir up Balkan 
or Scandinavian countries. 


But that was only one, although 
an important, phase of the “infor- 
mation” given Welles, informed 
sources said. 


Equally important was his in- 
sistence on freedom of the seas. 
Here—as, indeed on numerous 
poimts—Hitler is believed to have 
invoked the 14 points of Woodrow 
Wilson and demanded their fulfill- 
ment as a condition to an orderly 
governed post-war world.

RED TANK BRIGADE 
ROUTED, FINNS SAY 


HELSINKI, March 2 (AP).—Fin- 
land’s fighters tonight marked up 
another smashing defeat to the 
Red Army in the cold fastness 
northeast of Lake Ladoga. 
This time, the Finns announced, 
it was the Thirty-fourth Moscow 
Tank Brigade which was trapped 
in a snow-shrouded labyrinth 
where the Eighteenth Soviet Divi- 
sion recently met its doom. 
The Thirty-fourth Tank Brigade 
had attempted to go to the rescue 
of the Eighteenth Division, but it 
was caught, the Finns said, encir- 
cled and finally annihilated, meet- 
ing the same fate as the division 
its mission was to save. 
Thus tonight another frozen bat- 
tlefield, with some 2050 Russian 
dead, lay northeast of Lake La- 
doga, another ghostly monument to 
the strategic skill of Finnish gen- 
erals and ski troops. 
How Victory Was Won. 

Destruction of the Thirty-fourth 
brigade was no easy task. Numer- 
ically inferior to the invading force 
and vastly inferior in weight of 
motorized equipment, the Finns 
first had to entangle the advancing 


know so intimately, break it up into 
smaller, more “convenient” groups, 
sting it with sniping into vasting 
its ammunition, worry it and 
heckle it day after day while its 
supplies ran low, and then sys- 
tematically destroy it in a series 
of sudden attacks. 

The Russians stubbornly dug 
themselves in, made fortresses of 
their immobilized tanks and 


fought valiantly. But on Feb. 29, 
the Finns announced, the last of 
the embattled groups was stormed 
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and its stronghold captured. 

Yesterday mopping up was com- 
pleted and the Finns began to 
count their war booty. 

The Finnish communique said 
that captured war material so far 
counted after the defeat of the 
Thirty-fourth Brigade included 105 
tanks, 12 armored cars, six guns, 
five four-barreled anti-aircraft ma- 
@ine guns, 200 trucks, 28 automo- 
biles, 25 truckloads of shells, much 
infantry ammunition and other 
supplies. 

The victory was considered par- 
ticularly important because it 
tended to consolidate Finnish de- 
fense lines east of Uomaa on the 
Uuksu River, in effect throwing 
the Russians in that area back to 
where they were in the opening 
days of the war. 

At the Hastern end of the Man- 
nerheim line, at Taipale, Russian 
attacks were repulsed. 

The Finnish communique an- 


nounced that among those killed 
in the bitter fighting northeast of 
Lake Ladoga were the Soviet com- 
manders of the Thirty-fourth Bri- 
gade and Eighteenth Division. 
While the bitter fighting con- 
tinued on the front, Russian planes 
flew back and forth on bombing 
raids far behind the lines. Hel- 
sinki citizens were kept in -bomb- 
proofs four and a quarter hours 
while warplanes passed over at 
great altitude, heading for objec- 
tives to the north.

Ithough there was certainly no outburst of hostility or resentment.

In England they 
know that we are fighting the Ger- 
mans and they naturally are eager 
that their s: le should win; they 
are proud of every record of gal- 
jantry displayed by our sailors and 
airmen; they take for granted that 
everything the Germans do is 
wrong—either wicked or mischiev- 
ous—and that they deserve the 
worst that we can inflict upon 
them, 

They assume that just as in the 
long past, we are bound to win in 
the end, but they have only a mudr 
died conception as to the merits 
of the quarrel, as to the balance 
of the forces, or as to the ultimate 
settlement of Europe that will ema- 
nate from it. Hitler is a dangerous 
villain, as Napoleon was; Stalin is 
even worse. They are not excited 

.. about the Poles; they have almost 
forgotten the Czechs; their admira- 
tion and partisanship is reserved 
for the magnificent Finns. 


No Peace Movement. 

They read with admiring wonder 
and enthusiasm the story of their 
exploits; but they have no clear 
conception in their minds as to 
what is to be done.about helping 
them, and they are not hankering 
after a war with Russia. They 
have tackled Germany and all they 
are concerned about is that what- 
ever happens, however long the 
struggle may take, Britain must 
and somehow will win in the end. 

They are taking sides definitely 
with their own country in the great- 
est fight it has ever entered into, 
and they will stand by that right 
up to the end. They will rejoice 
when peace is made, but there is 
no peace movement. 

I know little about the general 
sentiment in France, but from what 
I hear from those who. are well 
acquainted with the views of the 
ordinary French citizen, my de- 
scription of opinion in Britain is, 
en the whole, fairly applicable to} 
the general attitude of mind in 


France. 
The French are one of the great) 
fighting races of the world. They 


have fought for untold centuries | 

Pevainst the Germanic tribes across 
the Rhine; they are now fighting 
the same old racial feud again. It 
is always for the honor of the land 
they love so passionately and for 
which they and their fathers sacri- 
ficed so much. Nevertheless there 
is much more confusion as to ulti- 
mate issues than prevailed in the 
great war of 1914. 

There the Teutonic hordes had 
trampled down the land of Belgium, 
marched into France, devastated 
some of its fair provinces. The

Welles’ Opportunity. 

Mr. Welles’ contacts will neces- 

garily be largely, if not entirely, 

© otticial, and the opinions he will 
gather will be tabulated in the 
now familiar phrases of contend- 
ing orators on both sides. But what 
matters is that he should get be- 
hind the conyentional phraseology 
of the leaders and ascertain their 
real views as to a possible settle- 
ment. 

He will be better able to deter- 
mine what are the realities in this 
gigantic conflict than those who 
are engaged in it, whose thoughts 
are concentrated upon the details 
of carrying through their share in 
the conflict to a triumphant ter- 
mination.

Sees Both Sides. : 


He probably has a better knowl- 
edge of the forces arrayed against 
each other on both sides, their re- 
spective resources, their chances, 
than any other European states- 
man. He is still in close touch with 
Germany, he is more friendly with 
Britain and with France than he 
has been for years, he has intelli- 
gent agents on both sides who will 
inform him; he_is, therefore, in 
a better position than any other 
prominent statesman in Europe to 
estimate the prospects. On the 
whole he would prefer a peaceable 
solution to a struggle that will ex- 
haust and desolate Europe. 

There is, of course, an advantage 
in being a neutral who is fairly 
removed from the scene of the 
conflict. Italy is not like Scandina- 
via, Holland and Belgium, who 
cannot go outside their front doors 
without getting mixed up in the 
scrimmage. They are right in the 
way of the combatants and suffer- 
ing the attacks and counterat- 
tacks which each of them level 
against the other. 

Italy is probably able to trade 
profitably with both sides; she 
is gradually capturing the entrepot 
and export trade which it is dif- 
ficult for, Britain and France to 
continue.with foreign countries. 
She can sell to-both sides as well 
as Jo neutrals. We must, therefore, 
be conscious of the fact that such 
a state of things will contribute 
to the enrichment of a poor coun- 
try, and enable it to recapture a 
trade which in the Middle Ages en- 
abled the cities of Italy to become 
the richest in Europe and force 
t+ princes of Germany, France and 
England to borrow, in order to 
conduct their .incessant wars, the 
surplus wealth of Italian merchants 
and bankers. 

Duce’s Ambitions. 

I am convinced, however, that 
this in itself is not a prospect 
which would satisfy Mussolini’s 
ambitions. His ideal is the found- 
ing of a Mediterranean empire 
which will restore the glories of 
ancient Rome. That is the dream 
of his life. To this he will sub- 
ordinate every other appeal and 
consideration. 

He wants to know how far this 
vast conflict is likely to promote 
and enable him to achieve that 
ideal. He is not essentially a man 
of peace and the mere pacifica- 
tion of Europe has not in itself 
any attraction. He wants to know 
how Italy will come out of it, 

He is not satisfied with Ethio- 
pia and certainly not with the great 
Libyan Desert. He would like 
to add fairer and more fruitful 
provinces in the African continent 
to the new empire which he has 
founded. What is Britain prepared 


to concede to him as the price of 


peace? What will France give, 
not to Germany, but to Italy? 

Mussolini would like peace, but 
at a price—paid to Italy. Whether 
he has candidly revealed hiz aims 
to Mr. Welles is more than I can 
tell, but I have no doubt at all 
that this shrewd American will be 
able to make up his mind as to 
where the powerful Italian dictator 
really stands and what help can 
be expected from him in an effort 
to re-establish peace in Europe. 

Mussolini may not be the de- 
cisive factor in the problem of 
peace, but he will certainly count a 
great deal. I think his understand- 
ing with Hitler goes further than 
most European statesmen realize. 
I have no doubt that the German 
Fuehrer has given his undertak- 
ing to his Italian confederate that 
he will not make peace with the 
two democracies without includ- 
ing some provision forthe aggran- 
dizement of Italy.

It might well lead to 
the opening up of another front 
and to far more spectacular action 
than has thus far been witnessed 
on the Western front. 


Scandinavian Obstacle.

Room Use Below Standard. 

On the basis of a formule for 
measuring utilization of school fa- 
cilities, developed by Prof. Edgar 
L. Morphet of Tallahasse, Fia., in 
association with George D. Stray- 
er and N. L. Engelhardt, it is 
found, the report continues, that 
room utilization in St. Louis high 
schools is 3.72 per cent below the 
standard. Highest utilization is 
noted at Southwest High, newest 
of the group, and lowest ig Vashon 
High, a Negro school. 

Similarly, pupil station, or space, 
utilization is placed 3.65 per cent 
below the standard, the highest be- 
ing found in Central High, one of 
the oldest high school structures, 
and the lowest in Vashon. 

It is declared that there are “a 
large number” of vacant rooms in 
the high schools, 27 rooms being 
the largest number vacant in any 
period, with the result that 1184 
pupil stations are unused then. 

“The estimated capacity based 
on maximum pupil stations and the 
one based on available pupil sta- 
tions exceeded the enrollment in 
every school,” the report declares. 
“The total estimated capacity based 
on available pupil stations was 
1182 less than the total estimate 
based on maximum pupil stations. 

“Caring for study pupils is one 
of the greatest problems. Blewett 
is the only high school in which 
study pupils are not placed in the 
rear seats of academic classrooms. 
The percentage of utilization caused 
by rear-seat study pupils in aca- 
demic classrooms is 11.21.” 

Suggestions in Report. 

The report suggests abandon- 
ment of the seven remaining ninth- 
grade centers, which are units in 
elementary school buildings reliev- 
ing the pressure of freshman pu- 
pils in the high schools. 

Other suggestions for better utili- 
zation of high school facilities are: 
Reduce the number of high school 
class periods from seven or eight 
a day to six, by lengthening the 
periods, with the object of making 
“a significant reduction in the num- 
ber of study pupils” and increasing 
availability of laboratories and 
shops by doing away with double- 
period classes there; remove vari- 
ous partitions to create study 
halls; rebuild large géneral shops 
to meet changed needs; install mul- 
tiple-use equipment in certain spe- 
cial rooms; make use of cafeteria 
space for some instructional activ- 
ities; conduct “a well-organized 
visual education program” in the 
auditoriums,

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The report last week by the 
Chamber of Commerce Air Board 
committee that additional airport 
facilities must be provided to -en- 
able St. Louis to keep pace with 


aviation development, but at much 
less cost than the proposed Mosen- 
thein Island field, recalls the fact 
that Curtiss Airport, south of Hast 
St. Louis, was built by private in- 
terests 11 years ago in the expec- 
tation that St. Louis would become 
an aviation center and that the 
field would be needed in future 
expansion. 

Built at a cost of $1,900,000, the 
field has four large brick hangars, 
@ restaurant and sewer, light and 
water systems. The runaway sys- 
tem was not completed, but the 
569 acres were laid out so that it 
is possible to construct a’ runway 
7000 feet long, with open ap- 
proaches, for blind landings. The 
field is a mile east of Illinois Route 


3. and is six and one-half miles 


from downtown St. Louis. It is 
thus 10 miles closer to the busi- 
ness district than Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, the St. Louis municipal air- 
port. 

Owned by the Curtiss-Wright 
Corporation, Curtiss Airport is 
leased to C. Ray Wassall, veteran 
aviator. For a short time after 
it was opened, in 1930, the field 
was used by one airline. One of the 
original owners Transconti- 
nental Air Teuabeort predecessor 
of Transcontinental & Western Air, 
Inc., an airline passing through 
St. Louis. The largest hangar on 
the field was originally designed 
as an overhaul base for the air- 
line but was never occupied. 

Wassall has spent the last 10 
years at the East Side field and 
now has a residence on its boun- 
dary.

First Lord of Admiralty, Risen 
From Political Oblivion, Be- 
comes Symbol of Hope to 
England, Chief Target of 
Nazi Propaganda.

OMORROW the European war will be 
T= months old. Out of the first half 

year of uncertainty, chaos and shock the 
one figure who emerges in large scale as 
hero-villain is an old and well-tried player, 
a stock character in the drama of the Twen- 
tieth Century. He has not only made history 
but has written it, and with the same hard 
brilliance that he does everything else. This, 
it is scarcely necessary to add, is the Right 
Honorable Winston Leonard Spencer Church- 
ill. 

He came into office as First Lord of the 
Admiralty on Sept. 3, a symbol -of hope, of 
action, to all the British people, For the 
Nazis he was an object of the bitterest hatred 
and at him ever since they have aimed their 
heaviest propaganda cannon. For neutral 
nations he was a valid symbol of Britain 
at war, a Britain transformed and revital- 
ized. 


Concealed by the Censor, 
But Working With Grim Fervor. 


Though Churchill’s activity has been in 
part concealed by the screen of censorship, 
he emerges nevertheless as the directing 
force of the war, throwing himself into his 
task with the same grim fervor that marked 
him in the period beginning in 1914. It is 
a safe assumption that he has had not a 
little to do with assembling the mass of 
troops now in the East for a new campaign 
which promises to begin in the spring. 


How he works with his cabinet chief, 
Prime Minister Chamberlain, the public is 
not permitted to know. For a long time 
they were enemies, bitter and unrelenting. 
Churchill customarily referred to Chamber- 
lain with biting scorn as “that undertaker 
from Birmingham.” The war has, of course, 
obscured these personal enmities. But it is 
a major irony in the record of our time that 
Churchill should be fighting under the ban- 
ner of the man whom he tried for so many 
fruitless months to goad into action. 

It took war to exhume Churchill from the 
political’! grave to which his own flashing 
genius had consigned him. He was too spec- 
tacular, too outspoken, for that period of 
somnolence from 1931 to 1939, “Genius 
without judgment” was the damning verdict 
of those who mistrusted him. When he 
spoke in Cassandra-like warning of the peril 
to the empire, the elder statesmen refused 
to listen. His was a voice crying in a wilder- 
ness of smug indifference, 

During the ’30s Churchill spent not a little 
of his remarkable store of energy berating 
the British. They were asleep, he said, when 
he happened to be in a mild mood. They 
were decadent, defeated, living in the past 
of a greatness that was rapidly vanishing, he 
cried when really aroused, 

Again and again Churchill has invoked 
that greatness to stir the present generation 
out of lethargy.. And no one has more p08 
to call upon the tradition of empire than 
this romantic figure. In a curious way 
Churchill seems often to be a throwback to

the time of Sir Francis Drake or Clive or 
Wellington, soldiers who were statesmen and 
statesmen who were soldiers. If sober men 
like Chamberlain could summon up the past, 
it would be the comfortsble past of, Queen 
Victoria. Churchill woul recreate the stir- 
ring greatness of the tine of Queen Eliza- 
beth. 

Writing of his early life, he recalls with 
pleasure his days as a young subalterm-in the 
Fourth Hussars. It was toward the end of 
the long peace in Britain in 1895 when young 
military men worried for fear they would 
never again see any active fighting against 
competent white troops. The fuzzy-wuzzies 
and the brown people in |india were all right, 
but wars with them would only be minor 
wars. Young Churchill and his fellow offi- 
cers believed the dragoon, the lancer and the 
hussar would play a vital part if, by good 
luck, there should be on¢ last European con- 
flict. Thirty-five years later he said: 


‘‘War, which-used to be cruel and magnifi- 
cent, has now become criiel and squalid. In 
fact it has been completely spoilt. It is all 
the fault of democracy and science. From 
the moment that either of these meddlers 
and muddilers was allowed to take part in 
actual fighting, the doon: of war was sealed, 
Instead of a small nuniber of well-trained 
professionals championing their country’s 
cause with ancient weazons and a beautiful 
intricacy of archaic majeuver, sustained at 
every moment by the applause of ‘their 
nations, we now have entire populations, 
including even women and children, pitted 
against one another in trutish mutual exter- 
mination, and only a set of blear-eyed clerks 
left to add up the butclier’s bill. From the 
moment democracy wis admitted to, er 
rather forced itself ujjon, the battlefield, 
war ceased to be a geiitleman’s game. To 
Hell with it! Hence th<« League of Nations.”

The punishment administered, according to 
Churchill, was much more severe than that 
permitted in any British reformatory. While 
these beatings were being administered, the 
school sat and listened in fear and trembling 
to the screams that came from the next room. 


Scornful of His Schooling; 
Possessor of 1500 Toy Soldiers. 


His schooling,-at St. James’s and later at 
Harrow, he considered almost entirely futile. 
Completely uninterested in Latin, Greek and 
mathematics, he was usually near the. bot- 
tom of his class. “I would far rather have 
been apprenticed as a bricklayer’s mate,”’ he 
says of the years spent in school, “or run 
errands as a messenger boy, or helped my 
father to dress the front windows of a gro- 
cer’s shop. It would have been real; it 
would have been natural; it would have 
taught me more; and I should have done 
it much better. Also I should have got to 
know my father, which would have been a 
joy to me,” 

As a youngster Winston had 1500 toy 
soldiers, together with 18 field guns and 
fortress pieces. He and his brother, Jack, 
would engage in elaborate warfare and often 
they had the advice of their father’s dis- 
tinguished military friends.

sponsibilities and profits of management and ownership. 


The Labor Relations Act, or, 
more precisely, the affirmation of 
the act’s constitutionality by the 
Supreme Court, marked the begin- 
ning of another era in business 
management, and a searching in- 
terpretation of the change is con- 
tained in “Organized Labor and 
Production,” by Morris Liewellyn 
Cooke and Philip Murray. The sub- 
title of the study, published by 
Harper and Brothers, is “Next 
Steps in Industrial Democracy.” 


Conflicting Interests. 


The two authors represent two 
supposedly conflicting interests. 
Cooke is one of the foremost au- 
thorities on scientific management. 
He was Philadelphia’s Director of 
Public Works, chairman of the 
Storage Committee of the War In- 
dustries Board, a trustee of the 
New York Power Authority and 
administrator of the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration. Murray 
is chairman of the Steel Workers’ 
Organizing Committee and vice- 
president of the Congress of Indus- 
trial Organizations, and for more 
than 20 years has been a member 
of the Pittsburgh Board of Educa- 
tion. During the World War he 
was a member of the National Coal 
Production Committee and was on 
a subcommittee of the National De- 
fense Council. 

Yet despite their contrasting edu- 
cational and business backgrounds, 
the two men found much in com- 
mon when they disregarded the 
past excesses of business manage- 
ment and organized labor, and 
charted the possibilities of co-op- 
eration. between organized labor 
and management once the antagon- 
isms created by collective bargain- 
ing have been eliminated.

This 
is not only an inauspicious note on 
which to start a new relationship, 
but it arouses doubt ag to the em-

OUR editorial and Fitzpatrick’s car- 
toon on education last Monday must 
have warmed the hearts of those who 
hold the highest aspirations for the pub- 
lic schools and their mission in the 
United: States. 

Especially gratifying is your recogni- 
tion that the critical point is not the 
school administrator, of’ whose kind you 
have seen many recently in your city, 
but the individual teacher. 

“That radiant personality—the. born 
teacher,” you said, “may be depended 
upon ‘to rise to whatever heights the 
occasion demands.” With that I feel 
sure your reflective readers will agree. 

But it is well to give serious thought 
to the question as to whether, at the 
present time, our educational system 
actually allows the influx of any con- 
siderable number of radiant personalities 
and born teachers. On the face of it, it 
ought to. But the serious question is, 
does it? 

As a university teacher, I am wor- 
ried by the suspicion that the better 
gifted in brains and personality are not 
at the present time being attracted into 
the teaching profession. I know that 
many of my colleagues share the same 
trepidation privately, and I cannot help 
fearing that many parents are being 
forced to the same conclusion. 


Those of us who see the teacher-train- 
ing process at work can feel sure of at 
least two causes. To the general public, 
the required course of training for the 
future teacher must seem fine—a knowl- 
edge of educational psychology, a bit of 
- the history of education, courses in gen- 

eral principles of the techniqpe of teach- 
ing. 2 

But in our universities, it is notorious 
that these courses are, with almost no 
exceptions, among the dullest and most 
platitudinous of the whole university 
offering. Although conducted by experts 
in the art of-‘teaching, courses in pro- 
fessional education are among the most 
poorly taught on every campus. 

Deans of education and others will 
deny this most strenuously, but let any- 
one make inquiry of the students them- 
selves. Any sensible, independent stu- 
dent who will express himself can give 
more information on that point than all 
the pontifical declarations of university 
professors themselves — including my 
own. 

The situation is frankly such that 
those of us who think we can spot born 
teachers with radiant personalities can- | 
not. conscientiously urge them to submit 
to such stultifying courses at that period 
of their youth when they are eager to 
leap forward with verve into new and 
invigorating intellectual experiences. 

No, generally speaking, only the sec- 
ond-raters submit willingly. The prom- 
ising material passes the teaching pro- 
fession by—or submits only because of 
legal compulsion—and by the time 15 or 
20 or more hours of education have been 
endured, much of the divine spark has 
been lost. 


It may seem even more ungracious to 
suggest a second factor. But in the 
name of truth, one should ask whether 
the educational leadership—yes, even 
that exemplified by the groups just de- 
parted from St. Louis—is such as to at- 
tract the youth of parts. 

Aspiration, I dare say, was evident in 
many of the addresses, but how much of 
it struck your reporters as uttered by 
men with their feet on the ground? 

Character education, training for de- 
mocracy, genuine love for the amiable 
qualities of twentieth century youth— 
“Fine and good,” says the sensible 
young person contemplating a career of 
teaching, “but please, specifically, how 
am I to teach this? Just what am I 
to do?” 

If he gets any answer at all, he is sus- 
picious that it comes from an over-emo- 
tionalized heart instead of from an ac- 
tively working brain. If he is willing to 
accept the dictum of the administrator 
as necessarily true, he can follow. But 
it is not the unéritical yielder to emo- 
tional appeal who is going to develop 
into a radiant personality and born 
teacher. 

No, what the sensible youth today 
misses in school administrators is some 
form of the love of learning. Every re- 
port I have read of the St. Louis meet- 
ings emphasizes some departure from 
this—away from knowledge, too much 
knowledge in the past—hence away to 
some emotionally conceived vision of 
Utopia with intellectual’ activity a minor 
part of it. 

With leadership such as this, can we 
honestly expect our more promising 
young people to enter the teaching pro- 
fession? 
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HITLER STATES HIS CASE. | 

Adolf Hitler, “the wild man of the North,” curbed 
his penchant for frenzied denunciation yesterday and 
gave Sumner Welles what was perhaps the best 
possible presentation of Germany's sweeping de- 
mands, 

Hitler argued cleverly for a German “Monroe Doc- 
trine” for Central Europe. With a certain plausi- 
bility, he argued that Germany must break England’s 
“stranglehold” on world commerce and regain the 
colonies which she gave up at Versailles, 

While the Germans have disclosed, in essence, 
what the Fuehrer said, it is not known what Under- 
secretary of State Welles answered. While he prob- 
ably did not say it, it is certain that when Hitler 
began talking about a German “Monroe Doctrine,” 
Mr. Welles formulated in his mind a reply. 

The Nazi religion of race, which looks upon the 
Germans as a “Herrenvolk,” or people of masters, 
would not permit Germany to assume a policy of 
beneficent protection in any way resembling the 
American Monroe Doctrine. The argument is pretty 
much a fiction on its face. 

If Germany had in mind a benevolent co-ordina- 
tion of Central Burope, with federal authority resid- 
ing in Berlin and with the smaller nations enjoying 
a large measure of cultural and political autonomy, 
Hitler’s demands would appear in a different light. 
But Nazi imperialism admits of no such interpre- 
tation. 

Hitler made it clear that not only would the Nazis 
fight on rather than disgorge Czecho-Slovakia and 
Poland, but that they would demand guarantees that 
Britain and France would not stir up the Balkans 
or Scandinavia. This sounds ominously like a de- 
mand for a free hand in “co-ordinating” the govern- 
ments of these regions. And, as we know the Nazis, 
it is only a slight step from “co-ordination” to sub- 
jection. 

In short, the need for a central authority to bring 
about the economic co-operation of Middle Europe 
is quite apparent, but the rest of the world finds it 
hard to be reconciled to the prospect of that author- 
ity bejng wielded by the Nazis. 

Hitler’s demand that England give up her 
“stranglehold” on world commerce has some validity. 
Clemenceau is reported to have told Lioyd George 
and Wilson in 1919 that any peace which did not 
permit the sharing of the world’s colonial resources 
would not and could not last. , 

But are the Nazis ready to consider an offer for 
the pooling of the world’s resources under some 
scheme of free, or at least freer, trade? No. In this 
respect, Mr. Welles is told to read an editorial in 
the Boersen Zeitung, chief editorial mouthpiece of 
the Foreign Office. This editorial deliberately re- 
jects any scheme of free trade among the nations 
and defends national self-sufficiency and barter trade 
as “the most social systems of the international econ- 
omy of the twentieth century.” 

Surely there is no prospect for a sound economic 
base for world peace to be laid on such a predicate 
as this. . : 

The net of the Fuehrer’s conversation with the 
American envoy is that the Third Reich is not 
willing to make any concessions for peace that fit 
in with what President Roosevelt, or the Allies 
either, might have hoped. 

Unless there is more to the conference than has 
been disclosed, all that has been done to date is to 
provide Hitler with a valuable sounding board to 
use in presenting his case to the world in the most 
favorable and plausible light possible. 

Now Mr. Welles entrains for Paris and London, 
where he will hear the Allied governments state 
their war aims and peace terms. 

Three weeks ago, the British Labor party spon- 
sored a platform of peace which included the restora- 
tion of Poland and Czecho-Slovakia, the formation 
of a federal union of Central European states and 
the sharing by all nations of the world’s colonial | 
resources. But the Conservative party, which speaks 
for the British people, has enunciated no clear pro- 
gram for peace. 

Will Chamberlain and Daladier be prepared to make 
the most of the opportunity which is now theirs to 
state their case in constructive terms before the 
court of world opinion?

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WHY DON’T DOCTORS SPEAK ENGLISH? 

Dr. Frederick C. Waite of Western Reserve Uni- 
versity, Cleveland, reports that America’s 55 medical 
schools have by now thought up 336 varieties of 
titles for their 2148 professors. He suggests that 
a committee might be appointed to do something 
about this, since it is all very confusing for the 
students. 

By all means let the good doctors clarify matters 
for their students, but let them think of their pa- 
tients, too. These also are confused. A layman’s 
heart misses a beat or two when he is told that he 
has “heterotropia” or “strabismus divergens” and 
that he ought to hurry to an ophthalmo-orhinolaryn- 
gologist. Of course, if he were told he had cross-eyes 
and needed a pair of glasses, he would say that he 
knew it all the time. 

Naturally, a mother is alarmed when she hears 
that her baby has “morbilli rubeola,” but if it hap- 
pens that this is not her first child, she probably 
will know that this just means a case of measles. 
“Coryza aedematosa” may sound more alarming, but 
it signifies nothing more than a cold in the head. 

“Urticaria” (hives), “acute pruritus diemalis” 
(winter itch) and “borborygmus” (belching) may 
perhaps be excused as euphemisms for polite parlor 
use, but certainly “halitosis” is bad enough without 
making it “stomatodysodia.” To be able to boast 
that he is afflicted with “pseudoalopecia areata” may 
be some consolation to one who is early losing his 
hair, but if he appears to be suffering all the ex- 
quisite pains of a sad morning after, it can but add 
to his woe to know that he has fallen a victim of 
“cory bantiasm.” 

There really is precious little method in all this 
medical nomenclature, borrowed as it is with a kind 
of even-handed abandon from Greek, Latin, French 
or such other language as may have been at the 
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all in what is 
It really never would do to translate that into the 
vernacular. After all, there is no greater prop to a 
doctor’s bedside manner—at a time ,when he has not 


th« slightest idea what is wrong with the patient—/ 
than a mouth-filling bit of jargon like “idiopathic.” |

But it was felt that these shackles were not strong 
enough. The new Conservative Government, there- 
fore, set up a committee “to prevent the misuse of 
press freedom,” and the Minister of Justice, a man 
with Nazi leanings, found an old law that provided 
for criminal action against editors who published 
offensive writings against. a foreign state. Already 


All this is but another demonstration that a na- 
tion’s desire to go its own way counts for little in 
a Europe made up of strong countries and weak 
ones—unless it happens to be one of the strong ones. 
In this case, outside pressure has accomplished what 
reactionaries at home had never dared to expect. 
Now their hand has been strengthened by Berlin, 
simply because the Nazis have weakened the will 
of the libertarian majority. And, while. it is more 
gross, this German activity is not essentially dit- 
ferent from the control that England has assumed 
over neutral shipping and neutral mails.

a remarkable traffic has been going on 

since the outbreak of the war. While 
French and German armies have been fight- 
ing, French and German industrialists have 
been doing business with each other. 

The slot for this traffic is naturally in 
neutral territory. It is the Belgian town 
of Athus, a railway junction situated strate- 
gically near the point where the frontiers 
of three countries—Belgium, Luxembourg 
and France—meet. More than 2000 freight 
cars of coke arrive here every day. Most 
of this coke comes from Germany. 

In the opposite direction flows coke’s 
metallurgical mate—iron ore. (To make 
iron, iron ore is smelted with coke.) Ore 
from the French iron mines of Lorraine 
comes to Athus. According to one estimate 
I have received, at least 1000 tons of French 
iron ore per day were taking this route 
to Germany in the middle of November. As- 
cording to another estimate a month later, 
by the Iron Age, thesé shipments ran to 
more than 20 times this amount. The Iron 
Age also reported “a not unimportant trade 
(machinery, tools, implements, etc.) via Bel- 
gium between Germany and France.” 

Nor is that all, A no less curious process 
has been going on in Luxembourg. Liuxem- 
bourg is one of the largest steel producers 


B= rem the Maginot and Siegfried lines 


in Europe, turning out, on the average, 


about 2,000,000 tons of steel annually in the 
past three years. Luxembourg possesses 
also rich iron mines, from which were ex- 
tracted about 5,000,000 tons in 1938. 


Luxembourg, true, is a neutral. But the 
firms which rufi its blast furnaces on Ger- 
man coke and send Germany iron ore and 
steel are not owned by neutrals. Luxem- 
bourg’s industry is dominated by two big 
companies—Arbed and Hadir. Both these 
firms are controlled by French interests: 
Arbed by the famous French “cannon king,” 
Eugene Schneider, and Hadir by a group 
headed by the French Theodore Laurent, 
steel and munitions magnate. In_ short, 
French’ munitions merchants, through 
branch establishments in a neutral country, 
have been helping Germany to arm.

Selling to the Enemy

ore, coke and machinery, writes European. correspondent; traffic 
moves through neutral countries at orders of international direc- 
torates, while rival guns carefully spare foe's mines and mills.

But it was the rich soil of the Rhineland- 
Lorraine area which nourished the roots of 
the present situation. After 1919, French big 
business staged an invasion in the wake 
of their armies, They ousted, for instance, 
the Germans from control of Luxembourg 
industry. In the internationalized Saar 
they took advantage of German financial 
troubles to obtain participation, majority 
and minority, in many German firms. 

The upshot of this was the creation of a 
network of firms straddling the Franco- 
German border so vast and intricate and 
thick that even the improved shells of 1940 
cannot penetrate it. 

But this picture serves as merely a back- 
drop for an economic drama which reveals 
mores strikingly than anything else the 
strength of the ties which bind together 
French and German industry. The big 
basic factor is really the exchange of French 
iron ore for German coke. Before the Treaty 
of Versailles, Germany, with the Lorraine 
iron deposits in her possession and her own 
coking coal in the Ruhr, had something 
which approached self-sufficiency in iron. 
But the treaty deprived her of most of her 
iron ore. The French, for their part, re- 
ceived more than their share of iron ore, 
but got no coke. So thereafter, French and 
German mining and iron interests settled 
down to a friendly commercial arrangement, 


Then Hitler came and lifted the matter 
to a more dramatic level. French exports 
of iron ore to Germany, which had slumped 
during the world depression, dropped to 
95,000 tons in the month of January, 1933. 
A month later, Hitler took power and.start- 
ed his colossal rearmament. The figures 
of French iron ore exports to Germany be- 
gan to climb, and by January, 1936, they 
reached the enormous figure of 547,000 tons. 

Then the unexpected happened. French 
ore had been flowing, even increasing, 
through the.legal opening for 18- months 
when suddenly it stopped. Germany herself 
stopped it. In March, 1938, German imports 


of the ore dropped almost 90 per cent. What 


had occurred? March was the Ides of 
Anschluss, Hitler’s seizure of Austria. This 
found France disorganized in the midst of a 
political and economic crisis. Germany, in 
short, chose this opportunity to blackmail 
France into withdrawing the threat of the 
embargo. So French and German negotia- 
tors sat down across a table. When they 
arose, Germany had won: France had 
agreed to guarantee shipments of iron ore,

the factors which are operating to 
decrease the effective functioning 
of the business centers (which may 
be a shift in residential sections, 
grime and smoke, traffic conges- 
tion, lack of parking facilities); (3) 
planning commissions with strong 
personnel and adequate power and 
funds and sufficiently large terri- 
torial jurisdiction to undertake 
their present tagk, which is read- 
justment to the changes in indus- 
try, commerce and residential de- 
velopment that came with the com- 
ing of the automobile; (4) the set- 
ting up of a comprehensive long- 
range program of action that 
would deal with public transporta- 
tion and traffic circulation, the 
conservation of residential sections 
that are good and measures to re- 
vive those affected by blight, the 
preservation of beauty factors, the 
smoke problem, railroads and wa- 
terways, public communication and 
protection of the parent city 
against a drain of its taxable val- 
ues by over-rapid change or un- 
economic tendencies in population 
movement. 

Eesentially, this is city planning, 
but city planning teking into con- 
sideration a range of factors that 
we have not yet known. It would 
be city planning not one-sided or 
fragmentary but undertaken in 
such a way as to take account of 
all the factors necessary to create 
a sound community. To aid such 
action it is felt that there should 
be some central place where in- 
formation and help concerning the 
increasingly difficult problems of 
city planning would be available.

As his former supporters left 
him, Long asserted he would avenge 
himself, and tonight he obtained a 
temporary restraining order in Dis- 
trict Court prohibiting the Secre- 
tary of State from placing the name 
of a “reform” rival selected by the 
committee on the April general 
election ballot. 

Judge J. D. Womack, who issued 
the order, set March 11 for a hear- 
ing at which arguments will be 
heard on issuance of a preliminary 
injunction. 

Excited crowds assembled in the 
State Capitol today to see how 
Long’s second attempt in two days 
to call the Legislature into special 
session would develop. Long had 
called for legislation to handicap 
Jones’. administration in criminal 
prosecution which Jones has pledged 
to carry out when he comes into 
office. 

Says He’s Still Unbowed. 

The Legislature, in open revolt 
for the first time in 12 years, did 
not produce a quorum in either 
body. Long angrily abandoned the 
session, issuing a sharp and ram- 
bling statement saying his sup- 
porters had quit him. 7 

“My head is bloody but still un- 
bowed,” he said. 

Immediately afterward the State 
Central Committee made an about- 
f-ce from action of last Sunday, 
scratched Long from the ticket and 
certified a Jones’

Can Crack Egg Without Breaking It 


New Hydraulic 


Testing Monster 
3,000,000 Pounds Pressure, Is Powerful 
Enough to Flatten Locomotive Boiler. 


Has 


| PITTSBURGH, Pa. March 2 
(AP).—Industrial research workers 
displayed today a new hydraulic 
monster powerful enough to flatten 


a locomotive boiler, yet so gentle it 
can crack a watch crystal without 
harming the works. 

It is called the Templin Precision 
Metal Working Machine and is 
hailed by research workers of the 
Aluminum Co. of America as the 
world’s most powerful testing de- 
vice. 

Built by the Baldwin-Southwark 
Corporation -of Philadelphia, the 
machine is capable of exerting a 
force of 3,000,000 pounds in com- 
pression. (pushing) d 1,000,000 
pounds.in tension (pulling); yet it 
is so delicately balanced it will 
record the pressure required to 
crack an egg. 

Dr. Francis C. Frary, director of 
the Aluminum Co. research labora- 
tories at nearby New Kensington, 
explained the instrument was de- 


signed to “extend the study of 
methods of improving aluminum 
products into fields inaccessible 
with previously available testing 
mechanism.” 

The largest materials testing ma- 
chine in operation at the labora- 
tories heretofore was a _ 300,000- 
pound tension and compression ap- 
paratus. This was considered in- 
adequate for a new research pro- 
gram recently outlined for R. L. 
Templin, chief engineer of tests for 
the company, and his staff. The 
new machine was named for Temp- 
lin. 

It is more than 40 feet high and 
16 feet wide. Put through its paces 
today for a group of army and navy 
officials, industrialists and scien- 
tists, it ripped apart a riveted metal 
joint as easily as a child tears 
paper. 

In its construction, special con- 
sideration was given to “manipula- 
tory” features and means for 


measuring and recording loads.

Trades Discuss Opposition to 
Anti-Trust Drive. 


WASHINGTON, March 2 (AP),— 
Thurman Arnold, leader of the 
Justice Department's 
drive on high costs in the con- 
struction industry, disclosed today 
that he had asked for a conference 
with labor leaders Who will meet 
here next week to discuss opposi- 
tion to his program. 

Arnold, an Assistant Attorney- 
General in charge of the anti-trust 
division, made public a letter to 
John P. Coyne, president of the 
Building Trades Department of the 
American Federation of Labor, in 
which he proposed a conference “to 
aid in clearing away any misunder- 
standing that exists.” 

“Obviously you are misinformed 
about the department’s program,” 
Arnold wrote, “We are not prose 
cuting any unions for engaging in 
legitimate trade union practices.” 

Coyne summoned leaders in build- 
ing trades unions for a meeting 
here Monday and Tuesday to study 
their position as the result of in- 
dictments since the anti-trust cam- 
paign was begun last September. 
Federal grand juries in 10 cities 
from New York to San Francisco 
have returned indictments against 
more than 600 defendants. Among 
them were 41 AFL unions and more 
than 100 union officers. 

Arnold wrote that the depart- 
ment was proceeding only where 
it felt that there were “clear viola- 
tions of the Sherman Act.” 

He added that aside from the

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Germany's Radio Englishman Has Huge Audience --Not So Funny to British Officials

W:. Jonah Barrington, ra- 
dio columnist of The Daily 

Express, sat down on Sept, 
17 to write about a renegade Brit- 
isher who was broadcasting news 
in English from the Hamburg sta- 
tion, he thought that it would be 
funny to call him “Lord Haw- 
Haw.” 

It was funny. From the British 
point of view it was just too fun- 
ny. For what Barrington inad- 
vertently did, when he wrote that 
story, was to provide a magic and 
unforgettable label to the hero- 
villain of the biggest success story 


in the history of European broad- 


casting. 

The station in Hamburg had 
been broadcasting news in English 
since last March without even 
scratching the surface of the Brit- 
ish radio public. Those who had 
listened to the German broadcasts 
had been sickened by the oily, af- 
fected tone of the announcer and 
had generally silenced him by a 
quick flip of the dial. But that was 
before he became funny. Since he 
became “Haw-Haw” he has ac- 
quired an English public estimat- 


ed to be as numerous as 8,000,000 
listeners. 

The “Haw-Haw” legend has 
grown by leaps and bounds, with 
the able assistance of British co- 
medians and the .- ritish newspa- 
pers and despite the frowns of 
officialdom. Those who know any- 
thing about propaganda know, as 
Barnum did, that publicity is the 
important thing and that it is dis- 
tinctly bad stuff to have hundreds 
of thousands of people listening 
to Hamburg even though they do 
it for amusement. At the present 
moment propaganda doesn’t mean 
much in this war anyway; but it 
will mean something if and when 
the fighting becomes serious and 
there are setbacks. Then, presum- 
ably, those who listen to “Haw- 
Haw” because they think he is 
funny will keep on. listening to 
him. 

The Germans fully appreciate the 
importance of the. fluke which 
turned a dour propaganda service 
into a best seller. On one occasion, 
at least, the Hamburg announcer 
has used the expression “Haw- 
Haw,” though without indicating 
its origin. And the people re- 
sponsible for the German broad- 
casts have been smart enough to 
maintain the mock-serious, ludi- 
crously oily tone of their broad- 
casts. ; 

“Haw-Haw,” in real life, is a sort 
of hydra; not one person but at 
least three or four and perhaps 
half a dozen. The original “Haw- 
Haw” is rarely heard from Ham- 
burg nowadays and his place as 
number-one announcer has been 
usurped by a man whom British 
Broadcasting Corporation experts 
called “Sinister Sam.” Other voices 
which have been spotted during the 
popular program which Hamburg 
regularly puts out at 9:15 each eve- 
ning are known to the experts as 
“Guttural Gus,” and “Racing Reg.”

The real identity of “Haw-Haw” 
is a matter of guesswork and the 
mystery has served to intrigue 
those who gather around in pubs 
and clubs to listen to him—or them. 

A friend of ours in the Special 
Branch of Scotland Yard, who used 
to spend a lot of time shadowing 
members of Sir Oswald Mosley’s 
British Union of Fascists, swears 
that “Sinister Sam” is none other 
than Bill Joyce, a former Mosley 
lieutenant who deserted the Brit- 
ish “fuehrer” in March, 1937, to 
found the so-called People’s Party. 
Bill Joyce hasn’t been seen around 
for several months now, according 
to this old acquaintance, and his 
voice is identical to that of “Sin- 
ister Sam.” Bill was a research 
student in psychology; a rather 
short, neat figure with a long scar 
stretching from mouth to ear. He 
got that during a free-for-all with 
Communists at a Mosley meeting.

A contrary view arises from too 
much consideration of the trials 
of the moment. It is only when 
one considers the whole develop- 
ment of the symphony orchestra in 
America that the upward progres- 
sion becomes fully apparent. 
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The growth of orchestral mu- 
sic in the United States was the 
object of a recent investigation 
conducted by Margaret Grant 
and Herman 8. Hettinger and the 
results of their stady has been 
reduced to a book published by 

Pa W. Norton & Co. under the 
titie “America’s Symphony Or- 
chestras and How They Are Sup- 
ported.” Its figures prove conclu- 
sively that music in America has 
had a wondrous and a typical 
growth and that its further ex- 
pansion cannot possibly be re- 
tarded, 
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@ STATED BRIEFLY this book 
shows that there are about 300 
symphony orchestras in the United 
States. a figure which is suffi- 
iently astonishing in itself but be- 
mes more so when it is under- 
stood that none of these orches- 
tras, great or small, pays for it- 
self from money taken in at the 
box office. All of them are partial- 
ly subsidized which means that in 
each community there are a suffi- 
cient number of public minded 
citizens able and willing to pay 
more than their per capita share 
for the maintenance of music. 
The greater number of these 
orchestras, of course, are not com- 
parable in size or quality to the 
St. Louis, Cincinnati or New York 
orchestras. They are small bands, 
for the most part, with limited 
programs, But taken by and large 
they are all growing in size and 


importance.

The answer to this question de- 
pends upon the artistic directors, 
the creative and performing artists 
and to a lesser extent upon music 
critics and commentators. Larger 
audiences mean larger halls, which 
already demand a certain acousti- 
cal modification of public perform- 
ances. Moreover, the artist of easy 
musical virtue will always be more 
concerned with the success of the 
moment than with the maintenance 
of a high standard. These are dan- 
gers which have to be guarded 
against constantly even as matters 
stand. But there is no to 
believe that those who have 
labored so valiantly for 
not labor a little more 
uncorrupted, 


The dog owner must be just as 
consistent as the dog in all that he 
does, even more consistent, in fact, 
for he is the guiding hand, the lead- 
er who is supposed to set the ex- 
ample.

Feeding and 
exercise must be done with regu- 
larity. The owner who does not ob- 
sérve these common decencies for 
his dog is decidedly remiss. 

The dog owner should take a 

course in dog psychology through 
the medium of reading a standard 
book on training if he has not 
learned the ways of dogs through 
common sense experience. Dogs, 
like people, must be educated, and 
they cannot be instructed by nov- 
ices. The best of teachers are in 
the better schools, and the schools 
would lose their reputations if their 
pupils were taught by those who 
had no training in instruction. 
' Dogs are not to be handled and 
tossed about when they are in the 
puppy stage any more than babies 
may. Many a cute young puppy 
goes into a home to last only a few 
days before giving up the ghost be- 
cause an ignorant family handles 
him too much, picks him up by his 
little stomach, and keeps him tear- 
ing around at all hours. 

Those who do not know dogs in- 
timately should not own them un- 
less they train in preparation for 
taking charge of a dog. Such train- 
ing is not hard to acquire for there 
are many books on the subject, and 
they are not technical. And it is 
essential to a satisfactory owner- 
ship to know the fundamentals of 
training. 

No dog can be taught the many 
things he must know without Un- 
derstanding on the part of his own- 
er. Through reading and experi- 
ence the owner can establish a com- 
mon bond of affection and co-opera- 
ation between himself and his dog.

Conductor Vladimir Golschmann’s 
principal offering for the orchestra 
alone will be Schubert's Seventh or 
C Major Symphony, considered by 
many experts as that composer's 
greatest orchestral composition. 
Schubert’s “Rosamunde” overture 
will open the program. 


Lyrically and technically, the 
Brahms violin concerto is a mas- 
terpiece. It was written by the 
composer for Joseph Joachim, emi- 
nent violinist and his intimate 
friend. The Schubeft C Major 
Symphony, which is filled with 
rich melody and tonal quality, was 
issued in 1828, the last year of the 
composer's life and a period in 
which he also composed three 
piano sonatas, a collection of songs, 
his “Song of Miriam,” Mass in E- 
Flat, “Tantum Ergo,” string quin- 
tet and other works. 


In addition to its regular con- 
certs this week, the Symphony will 
present a musical frolic Tuesday 
evening at the Opera House, for 
its annual pension fund benefit. In- 
stead of a guest artist, the man- 
agement has devised a number of 
humorous stunts to appeal to a 
general patronage. One of these 
is a musical quiz, with Jimmy Con- 
zelman, former Washington Uni- 
versity football coach, as master of 
ceremonies.

UNIQUE collection of 20 life masks made in the year 
A 1825 and including five Presidents of the United 

States has been presented to the New York State 
Historical Association. These remarkable portrait 
facsimiles, bought and presented by Stephen C. Clark of 
Cooperstown, New York, will be permanently installed in 
the Hall of Life Masks at the associations museum in 
Cooperstown. The hall will be opened to the public in 
June as the first event of the James Fenimore Cooper S U eS Ss 
Sesquicentennial Celebration which will be held in 
Cooperstown this summer. 

The masks, five of which are shown on this page, are the 
work of John H. I. Browere (1792-1834), who developed a 
secret process for taking life masks. Browere did not weigh 
down the subject's natural expression by placing him on his 
back and covering the face with a heavy layer of plaster. 
Instead, he used light, quick-drying layers somewhat on the 


order of today’s beauty face pack. These could be used : 
with the subject in upright position and caught the 
expressiveness of life as they hardened. Browere did the 
mask of Lafayette when the old general was making his 
triumphal tour of the country he fought for in the 
Revolutionary War. 
The Lafayette likeness won great acclaim but Browere 
was unable to interest Congress in appropriating funds for 


a national gallery to include busts of famous Americans. 
Feeling that his work was unappreciated, the artist willed

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Making Slum 
Clearance Pay 
a Profit 
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Back in the middle 1920's, the Philadelphia slum property 

shown at left and above in bird's-eye view sold for $100,000. 

After a decade of depression, it went to Arthur W. Binns, 

Philadelphia real estate man, for only $30,000. Rehabilitated 

(right) for $42,800, this North Fortieth street property nets Binns 
more than 10 per cent annually on his investment. 
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and put them within the reach of the 
lowest income groups without Government 
subsidies, according to Arthur W. Binns, a 
Philadelphia real estate operator. On a recent 
visit to St. Louis, Binns told and showed 
members of the St. Louis Real Estate I’xchange 
how he had for 10 years been purchcsing and 
rehabilitating in modern style slum areas at 
costs and for rents, that are a challenge to 
tax-free Federal housing projects.
